O’Clock in the Morning and Lasted Until 
Sundown—The Commander of the Invading Forces Says There is 
Now Three-quarters of a Mile of Open Between His Lines and the 
Beleagured Town—The Conflict to Be Resumed This Morning—Esti-

-Hundred—One Mangled Soldier Brought in Laughing—First Reports 
Told of a General Engagement by Sea and by. Land—Troopships to 
Be Sent Back to Tampa for Reinforcements, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The War 
Department has received the following 
from Gen, Shafter, dated at Siboney: 

“Had a very heavy engagement to- 
day, which lasted from 8 a,m. until sun- 
down. “We have carried their outer 
Works, and are now in possession of 
them. There is now about three-quar- 
ters of a mile of open between my 
lines and the city. By morning troops 
will be entrenched and _ considerable 
avgmentation-of forces will be there. 
Gen. Lawton’s’ division and Gen. 
Bates’s brigade, which have been en- 
gaged all day in carrying El Caney, 
which was accomplished at 4 p.m., will 
be in line and in front of Santiago 
during the night. I regret to say that 
our casualties will be above four hun- 
dred. Of these, not many killed. 
[Signed] “SHAFTER.” 


THE BATTLE. 


A Stubborn Conflict Before the 


Enemy Broke. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

JURAGUA (Cuba,) July 1, 8 p-m— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] Tonight the 
American ‘troops hold the outer 
trenches of Santiago. Before another 
sun sets the Stars and Stripes will 
wave over the city. The invaders at- 
tacked the enemy in force this morn- 
ing, and before the day closed had 
driven the Spaniards into the city. 
Fighting lasted from 8 o’clock in the 
morning till dark. The American loss 
is about 400 killed and wounded. The 
loss of the enemy must have been very 
heavy. The Spaniards fought with a 
stubborn determination, but step by 
step they, were driven back from their 
position, and as night fell, the Ameri- 
can sentinels were at the gates of the 
city. The battle will be resumed¢in the 
morning, and no one doubts what the 
result will be. Gen. Shafter is pleased 
with the progress made. 

The attack on Santiago was made 
in three divisions. Gen. Wheeler and 


commenced the assault on 


Caney, located to the northeast of San- 
tiago, while the second division, com- 
manded by Gen. Kent, attacked Agua- 
dores. At the same time, Gen. Garcia 
with a force of Cubans, was advancing 
on Caney from the southeast, forming 
a junction with the American division 
approaching from the east. 

Ata signal to advance, the troops 
dashed forward in a concerted move- 
ment from the north, east and south. 
The fighting was of the iiercest descrip- 
tion. Nothing daunted by the wither- 
ing fire from the Spanish lines, the 
boys in blue kept hammering away 
with the confidence they must event- 
ually sweep the enemy from their po- 
sition. 

The battle of Sdnrtiago was begun by 
two batteries of light artillery, which 
opened fire on Caney. The Spaniards 
made a desperate effort to hold their 
ground. They fought with the great- 


est stubbornness, and poured a deadlyT 


fire into the ever advancing ranks of 
the Americans and Cubans. But step 
by step Linares’s soldiers were forced 
to retreat. 

For only a short time after the Amer- 
ican columns started forward did the 
Spanish hold their position; then they 
began a movement toward the rear 
that did not cease until they had taken 
refuge in the village. Gen. Shafter had 
taken accurate measure of the strength 
of the enemy during the first hour of 
battle, and was confident that h's forces 
could drive the Spaniards into San- 
tiago at pleasure. 

So eager were the Americans to get 
at the enemy, it was with difficulty 
the commanding cfficers’ of different 
companies restrained the men, until 
the time arrived for beginning the 
final engagement. The boys in blue 
were filled with enthusiasm, and their 
spirits soon spread to their ~ Cuban 
allies. All shared-the opinion of Gen. 


‘Spanish fire. 


Shafter, that Santiago could be cap- 
tured by a bold and relentiess attack, 
and they were eager to advance. 

The center of the general line of at- 
tack, commanded by Brig.-Gen. Kent, 
and composed of' the Pventy-first Regi- 


ment of regulars, was ordered toward’ 


Aguadores at the same time that Gen. 
Lawton’s command was directed to ad- 
vance toward Caney. These troops 
were engaged in the hardest fighting 
that occurred, to the southeast of San- 
tiago during the early hours of the 
battle. The fight about Aguadores was 
the most desperate. The Spanish un- 
der Gen. Linares, returned the Ameri- 
can fire with a fury that aroused the 
determination of the Americans, 

Our troops did not Slinch before the 
The~ held every inch of 
ground gained, and Wherever they saw 
a chance to gain a few yards, they 
promptly took advantage of it. Abwut 
Aguadores our forces were assisted by 
Admiral Sampson's ships, which poured 
a galling fire into the Spanish lines. 
The New York, Suwanee, and Glouces- 
ter, attacked the batteries which were 
recently thrown up to the east of Moro 
Castle. The ships ran in-close and the 
fire was so destructive that soon they 
had dismounted all the guns and act- 
ually- wiped out the batteries. Then 
the New York and Massachusetts be- 
gan a plunging fire from their great 
guns. Shells were fired at a high ele- 


vation, but the most deadly work was 


done with ordinary shells, these swept 
into the intrenchments and drove out 
the Spaniards.

12:30 o’clock this morning when a pre- 
liminary report of the day’s operations 
was received by Adjt.-Gen. Corbin from 
Gen. Shafter. ‘The President and war 
officials are immensely pleased with the 
information conveyed in Shafter s mes- 
sage. While they learned with sincer- 
est regret that so many of the Ameri- 
can troops had fallen in the figiit, the 
ground gained by the day’s conflict is 
regarded as a great victory. 

Adjt.-Gen. Corbin put the s‘tuation 
strongly and picturesquely this-mérn- 
ing, while speaking briefly of the ag- 
gressiveness and tenacity of Gen. Shaf- 
ter. 

“The old bulldog,’ said: he, referring 
thus half affectionately to the distin- 
guished commander of the Fifth Corps, 
“Is lying right there with his teeth in 
their neck, only waiting the coming of 


magnificently begun. The engagement 
yesterday ‘was very heavy for a pre- 
liminary fight, but it scores a decided 
victory for us. 

“T regret to know that Shafter has 
sustained so heavy a loss, but we may 
hope that there are not, as he says, 
many killed. It is, however, pretty 
certain to be true that the loss of an 
army in an engagement like that of 
yesterday, where the battle line ex- 
tended over several miles, wil be much, 
heavier than is indicated by the first 
reports. It is#manifestly impossible, in 
cases where the battle has raged all 
day and until dark, to ascertain with 
definiteness the loss sustained.” 

During, the early night, there was 
much speculation. concerning the rea- 
sons for the delay in receiving news 
from the battle. Capt. Smith, who is 
acting as chief signal officer during 
the temporary absence of Gen. Greely, 
feared that the cable communication 
with Cuba might have been interrupted 
and none of the other officials would 
offer a suggestion as to the reason for 
delay. 

Early in the evening Secretary Alger 
went to the White House, and remained 
with the President until the dispatch 
from Gen. Shafter had ben received. 

During the evening many prominent 
officials and members of Congress were 
at the White House, but only a few of 
them remained longer than a few min- 
utes. They called merely to ascertain 
whether any news had been received 
from Cuba. 

CABINET HEARS THE NEWS.

Between 
Caney and Escandel the road, which 
S$ no more than a trail, ascends the 
mountains and is very winding and 
broken. Beyond Escandel, across the 
range, the country is heavily timbered 
and broken, and the roads are not very 
good.

WASHINGTON THRILLS. 


Shafter’s First Dispatch Caused 


Awe-like Agitation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—The battle 
has begun. This was the startling 
news conveyed in a dispatch received 
From Gen. Shafter at 10 o'clock this 
morning. Brief as it was, it told the 
whole story that the first shots of the 
long-expected crash-at-arms, probably 
the first great land engagement of the 
war, Was under way. It sent a thrill 
through official circles from the high- 
est to the lowest. Secretary Alger was 
the first to read the dispatch. He 
passed it to Gen. Corbin, adjutant-gen- 
eral of the army, and directed him to 
take it at once to the White House. 
Gen. Corbin went to the President, car. 
rying the original dispatch, He was 
back shortly, and then a bulletin was 
posted, giving the dispatch verbatim. 
Until then, only higher officials had 
knowledge that the decisive hour Was’ 
at hand. 

The news spread through the corri- 
dors and a wave of awe-like agitation 
and expectancy took hold of everybody. 
A great crowd of correspondents con- 
gregated about the bulletin board, mes- 
senger boys dashed off with dispatches, 
the clerks, men and women, turned 
from their desks and gathered at the 
doorways. 

Meantime Secretary Alger remained 
at his desk, while the usual train of 
callers pushed their way forward. The 
Secretary preserved his usual outward 
calm, but those near him said the néws 
from the field had sent the same thrill 
through the Secretary that prevailed 
everywhere, and even more, for there 
was the personal consideration that the 
Secretary's son, young Capt. Alger, on 
the staff of Gen. Duffield, was partici- 
pating in the engagement now on.

Gem Miles also received another dis- 
patch, sent quite early this morning 
from Shafter’s headquarters, saying 
that the big military balloon was now 
high in the air and was giving oppor- 
tunity for observation over a great 
sweep of country. This, in itself, was 
of incalculable value to our troops. 
Brave reconndissances had been made, 
but these were of little value compared 
to what could be seen from a balloon 
a mile or more in the air, commanding 


to forty miles with powerful telescopes. 

Gen. Miles had seen these war bal- 
loons in successful operation at Alder- 
shot and again during the French ma- 
neuvers, when a six-horse wagon to 
which the great air ship was anchored, 
followed a squadron of cavalry on the 
dead run. He says German ships, g0- 
ingat eighteen knots, have hauled these 
captive balloons along with them. At 
St. Petersburg, also, he saw them ope- 
rated during maneuvers. This was the 
first actual use by the American army 
in the present war, and the command- 
ing general set much store on the in- 
formation they would give as to the 
exactlocation of all the Spanish forces, 
their points of concentration, the defi- 
nite location of Cervera’s warships in 
the harbor, and possibly the progress- 
ing of the Spanish reinforcements. 

After the first announcement of 
Shafter was bulletined, the time 
dragged wearily with nothing from the 
field to answer the intense anxiety to 
which every one was wrought. Gen. 
Shafter’s assurancethat he would ‘keep 
you continually advised of the prog- 
ress,"” gave promise of “early details. 
It had been arranged that they should 
go first to the White House while the 
Cabinet was in session, and then 
should be bulletined so far as war- 
ranted. The officials showed every dis- 
position to keep the public advised of 
actual occurrences. 

According to Gen. Shafter’s report, 
the attack on Santiago was begun by 
the Second Division of the Fifth 
Army Corps, commanded by Brig.- 
Gen. Lawton. This division consists of 
three brigades, made up as follows: 

First Brigade, commanded by Col. J. 
J. Van Horn, Eighth United States 
Infantry; Twenty-second United States 
Infantry, and the Second Massachu- 
setts Infantry. 

Second Brigade, commanding officer 
unknown, but supposed to be Col. 
Bates, First United States Infantry; 
Fourth Uffited States Infantry and 
Twenm:y-fifth United States Infantry. 

Third Brigade, commanded by Brig.- 
Gen. A. B. Chaffee, Seventh United 
States Infantry, Twelfth United States 
Infantry and Seventeenth United State 
Infantry. 

Thus it appears that the division 
which opened the hostilities of the day 
is composed entirely of regular troops, 
seasoned and experienced in battle, 
with tthe exception of the Second Mas- 
sachusetts Volunteer Infantry, which 
is regarded as one of ‘the best volun- 
teer organizations of the army. 

n, Lawton, who was chosen for the 
important and re#ponsible duty of 
opening the battle by the capture of 
Caney and the interception of Spanish 
reinforcements now nearing Santiago, 
is described as a good fighter and a 
soldier of exceptional ability. He 
served in the Union army, having en- 
tered as sergeant of Co. K, Ninth In- 
diana Volunteer Infantry, in April, 1861, 
and being successively promoted, 
through merit on the field of battle, to 
first lieutenant of the Thirtieth Indiana 


May, 1862, and to lieutenant-colonel in 
1864. In March, 1865, he was brevetted 
colonel for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vices during’ the war. He entered the 
regular military establishment in July, 
1866, as second lieutenant of the Thirty- 
first Infantry, colored, and remained 
with tthat branch of the* army until 
January, 1871, when he was transferred 
to the Fourth Cavalry, with which he 
remained until September, 1888, when 
he was appointed inspector-general 
with the rank of major. He was sub- 
sequently promoted to the rank of lieu- 
tenant-colonel, and held that rank un- 
til the opening of the war with Spain, 
when the President appointed him 
brigadier-general of volunteers and as- 
signed him to gommand of a division 
of the Fifth Army Corps, commanded 
by Gen. Shafter.

SHIPPED TO CUBA.

THAT CAPTIVE BALLOON. 
[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REPORT.} 


CHICAGO, July 1.—The balloon that 
is now in active use and sailing over the 
beleaguered city of Santiago and in 
plain view of 25,000 Spaniards and 17,000 
Americans was shipped from Tampa 
with Gen. Shafter’s forces, together 
with the submarine cables and other 
field telegraph equipment. now being 
used by the signal corps of the regular 
army in Cuba. W. J. Lioyd, assistant 
district superintendent of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, says that 
it is probably one of the finest and 
most improved used in warfare. 

This balloon was shipped from Paris 
early in May, and is being charged with 
oxygen gas from tubular reservoirs 
which have been in use by the army 
for experimental purposes at Fort 
Riley. The balloon is first charged, and 
then allowed to ascend by means of 
wire cables from a large reel made fast- 
to a field Wagon. The cable is used as 
a telegraph and telephone conductor, 
and the occupants of the balloon trans- 
mit to the ground their observations. 
There is little danger of the balloon be- 
ing pierced by a rifle shot om account 
of its constantly swaying condition and 
the extreme difficulty of hitting any- 
thing at an elevation of say 2500 feet, 
which is the usual limit of the cable 
reel. The French claim to have a rifle 
that will pierce the balloon, but it is 
claimed there are none in use in either 
the Spanish or American army. Had 
the balloon been aboard Sadmpson’s fleet 
much anxiety would have been pre- 
vented pending the final discovery of 
Admiral Cervera in Santiago Harbor. 

It is Liloyd’s belief that the balloon 
is in charge of Maj. Joseph BE. Maxwell, 
formerly signal officer of the Depart- 
of the Missouri, with Gen. Brooke of 
Chicago. This particular balloon has 
a lifting capacity of 300 or 400 pounds, 
which would enable it to carry two sig- 
nal men of ordinary weight, as well as 
the necessary telegraph and photo- 
graphic apparatus. This is said to be, 
the first time that a balloon has even 
been put in actual war service on this 
side of the Atlantic Ocean. 

OUR UNSHAKEABLE MEN.

NEW YORK, July 2.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Manila is again claiming 
much attention. The World corre- 
spondent wired, June 28, via Hong- 
kong, July 1, that the reported sailing 
of the Spanish fleet in an attempt to 
recapture the Philippines is the prin- 
pical topic of conversation aboard 
Dewey's ships. There is no fear of 
Camara’s squadron. The American 
vessels, reinforced by the Charleston 
and by both or either of the monitors 
Monterey and Monadnock, will be able 
to make a strong fight. Dewey has 
perfect confidence in the force he will 
have by the time Camara can get 
here. 

The noted Spanish general, Pando, 
according to the Journal’s Manila cor- 
respondent, believes it would be wiser 
to surrender Manila quietly to the 
Americans, thus preventing its cap- 
ture by the rebels, and eventually, 
when the war is over, recover the isl- 
ands by the payment of an indemnity. 
If the second Spanish fleet arrives and 
Manila is destroyed, the islands will be 
lost forever. It is expected that 
Dewey, in attacking Manila, will first 
silence the water batteries and then 
demand the town’s surrénder. If it is 
not granted, he will shell the city, 
forcing the enemy to evacuate. The 
men of the squadron are all well and- 
in splendid mettle for further action. 
The weather is excellent. 

The Journal’s correspondent had a 
talk with Dewey June 28, when the 
admiral said, among other things bear- 
ing upon the report of Camara’s yoy- 
age to the Philippines:

With an officer in command who was 
at all apprehensive of the result of at- 
tempting to carry out his plans, there 


ought to be some anxiety. As it is, 
the President rests quite at ease 
about the Santiago situation.

Shafter is entitled to be more anxious 
than the President, for he is the man 
upon whom success must confer fame, 
as he is bound to become the most un- 
happy of men if he should permit him- 
self, with unlimited reinforcements at 
his command, to be defeated in the 
attempt to capture Santiago. 

“From several sources the War De- 
parment learns that Shatfer has taken 
the measure of the foe in numbers and 
fighting ability. He undoubtedly con- 
siders that the ability of the Spanish 
army to fight, in the sense that the 
United States soldiers regard fighting, 
has been dreadfully overestimated by 
the Spaniards. The brush at La

“Still, it is considered not improb- 
able that the Spanish commander may 
have some plan of destruction for the 
United States not yet suspected. The 
talk of mined roads does not quite 
account for the refusal to fight or dis- 
pute the approach of Shafter, for un- 
less the roads were undermined with 
thousands of tons of dynamite, which 
the Spaniards evidently did not pos- 
sess, the destruction would be only 
limited, and there would still be a 
large, determined, unshakeable body of 
men, remembéring a former mine ex- 
plosion which could not be at once 
avenged, ready to swarm over the 
crater of a dynamite volcano and to 
rush into-the midst cf the enemy, as 
the volunteers of Col. Wood swarmed 
over the retreating Spaniards at La 
Quasina.”

“The plans have so far progressed 
that Gen. Brooke has been selected to 
command the army of invasion and has 
been ordered to get his corps, composed 
of twenty-five regiments of volunteers 
ready to move to Tampa within a week 
or ten days. From there they will be 
sent to Santiago, preparatory to the 
movement on San Juan, which will 
be made from Southeastern Cuba as a 
base. The designation of Gen. Brooke 
for the Porto Rican enterprise is in ac- 
cordance with his own wishes. While 
Gen. Brooke’ corps, including 30,000, is 
destined for Porto Rico, it will be sent 
first to Santiago. As revealed in part 
from official sources of the highest 
authenticity, the plan is to make ‘the 
Porto Rico campaign a continuation, So 
to speak, of the Santiago enterprise, 
instead of an independent and separate 
undertaking. The troops from Chicka- 
mauga will be sent aboard transports 
at Tampa and shipped to the base of 
operations in the vicinity of Santiago. 
There, under the supervision of Gen. 
Miles, commanding the army, and of 
Gens. Brooke and Shafter, it is pro- 
posed to organize the force for the at- 
tack on Porto Rico. .

SAILING VESSELS CONSIDERED.

A DESPERATE ENCOUNTER. 


Officer Harvey Davis Assaulted by 
a Man and a Woman. 


Officer Harry Davis had a desperate 
encounter with A. L. Dillman, a switch- 
man in the employ of the Los. Angeles 
Railway Company, on the sidewalk in 
front of the latter’s lodgings at the 
Vendome House, corner of First and 
Vine streets, about 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Dillman was taken to the Receiv- 
ing Hospital bleeding profusely from a 
blow in the forehead from the officer’s 
club, while Officer Davis bled also from 
a wound on the head inflicted with the 
end’of a revolver by Dillman, so the 
officer says.

The latter, 
the officer says, immediately struck 
him in the face with his fist, and then 
drew a gun and brought it on Davis's 
head. Meanwhile Dillman’s wife had 
come to assist her husband, and tried 
to wrest the club from the policeman. 
Officer Davis clutched Dillman’s gun 
with his left, while in his right he held 
his club, which he could not use, as 
Mrs. Dillman pinioned his arm. The 
officer yelled for assistance, he says, 
and complains that, though Joe Engert, 
the proprietor of the lodging-house, was 
but a few feet away, the would not 
come to his aid. Davis finally found an 
opportunity and struck Dillman a 
forcible blow on the head, rendering 
him unconscious.

The Capture of Caney and Occupa- 
tion of the Commanding Plateau 
Was Thoughtito Re the Limit of 
the First Engagement—Men Fall 
of Fight.

GEN, LAWTON’S HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Rio Guama, Thursday, June 30, 
3p.m., by the Associated Press dispatch 
boat Wanda to Port Antonio, Jamaica, 
July 1, 6 p.m., filed Kingston, Jamaica, 
July 1, 9:30 a.m.—Daylight tomorrow 
(Friday) will see a movement of the 
Fifth Division under Gen. Lawton to 
a new base north and east of Santiago. 
All this morning, Gen. Garcia’s Cubans 
have been moving from their hill camp 
on the east, and have been passing 
headquarters almost at a jogtrot. As-’ 
suming that 4000 men will be deployed 
onthe northeast, the American advance 
is now drawing closér around’ the 
doomed city. Gen. Lawton'’s men wil 
move at daybreak. 


Three miles east of their present 
position there rises a narrow ridge in 
the Santiago Valley. Southward from 
here the troops can look down on 
Caney, tiny and picturesque, old, and 
once a thriving Spanish town, almost 
at their feet. Three miles west, 
crowning a low ridge that crosses the 
Santiago Valley, are seen the Spanish 
barracks and a large building over 
which floats the Red Cross Society's 
flag. This is the Reina Mercedes Hos- 
pital, where, according to all pacifico 
reports, are now located Lieut. Hob- 
son and the heroic seven. 

The valley, three miles wide, would 
be a garden spot in time of peace. Now 
it is filled with a rank tropical growth, 
covering abandoned plantations. The 
only sign of a habitation between San- 
tiago and Cavite is Buguro House, once 
a hospital country hotel, later used by 
the Spaniards as a barricade but 
now, like Cavite, abandoned except for 
a corporal’s guard of Spaniards. 

Opposite, on the northern side of the 
valley, is a broad plateau, accessible 
by a good road. This is the key ,to 
Santiago. Artillery there could com- 
mand the city and force the Spanish to 
evacuaté or to storm the heights to 
capture the battery. The latter course 
the Americans consider extremely 
likely. 

Gen. Lawton and his command from 
the ridge will first take Caney. A 
slight skirmish is expected, but nothing 
serious. The captured pacificos all al- 
lege that the Spanish main force, which 
was here four days ago, has been with- 
drawn into Santiago, in pursuance of, 
a general plan of concentration. Spies 
report Gen. Linares’s continuous re- 
treat from Baiquiri to Santiago. This 
plan is said to be much against his own 
wishes, but to be forced upon him by 
his superior. officer;-Gen. ‘Toral, com- 
manding Santiago. It is evident that 
the Spanish stand is to be made inside 
the strong entrenchments about the 
city. With well-armed men, eager for 
a. final.clash, this stand might well be 
desperate. The temper of the Spaniards 
is hard to ascertain. Owing to the Cu- 
bans’ biased estimate of Spanish 
ability, they pr a merely nomi- 
nal resistance, but the Americans think 
otherwise. At any rate, the Spaniards 
are eating horses and the civilians are 
gathering mangroves in a suburban 
wood, where some twenty have been 
captured by the American patriots. The 
Spaniards have, therefore, the spur of 
hunger. Whether it has broken their 
fighting spirit a few days wil tell. 

The capture of Caney, and possibly 
the occupation of the commanding 
plateau, is now thought to be the limit 
of tomorrow’s movement. n. w- 
ton’s command carries provisions suf- 
ficient to last until July 4. With the 
present supply train service continu- 
ing without any accident, he will easily 
have food enough to last to July 12. 
By that time, according to one well-in- 
formed officer, and perhaps sooner, 
Santiago will be taken. 

This move of the Fifth Division will 
completely turn the Spanish eastern 
flank. Gen. Kent’s command will be 
able to move up parallel to its present 
position, acting as a wall against the 
horde of Spaniards from three strong 
lines south and east. Should a serious 
effort be made to prevent Gen. Lawton’s 
gaining the desired plateau and the 
Spanish interior force thereby be weak- 
ened, Gen. Kent and Gen. Wheeler may 
be thrown forward and a general en- 
gagement be precipitated.

WAR-TAX LAW. 


Some Features of Its Application in 
New York City. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 1.—The World 
says this morning: 

“The war-tax law in its entirety is 
in force today. The schedules relating 
to beer and tobacco became operative 
June 14; the other schedules took ef- 
fect at midnight. There is a great 
scarcity of stamps. The government, 
with all its equipment, has been able 
to furnish only a fraction of the supply 
needed. As a result several large 
manufacturers of proprietary medicines 
will be forced to reduce their output for 
days or perhaps weeks until the sup- 
ply of stamps is adequate. 

“Collector Treat -began the sale of 


documentary and proprietary stamps on 


Tuesday. There was a demand for over 
forty million stamps of all classes at 
this office at the outset, but applica- 
tions were cut all along the tine: The 
banks were-most “favored, because 
stamps will be sold at all banks and whe 
public will thus have easier acess to 
them. Yet the demands of bankers 
were trimmed from 25 to 50 per cent. 
An applicat for 39,000 stamps, for in- 
stance, received 10,000 or 5000, accord- 
ing to the value. The number to be 
given was left to the discretion of the 
collector. 

“The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany received 200,000 1-cent stamps, the 
Postal Telegraph Company 100,000, the 
Anglo-American 25,000 and the Trans- 
atlantic Company 25,000. The demand 
for stamps has been largely increased 
by orders from out-of-town business 
men and bankers who are unable to 
get supplies from the revenue offices 
of their own districts and ordered 
through their representatives in this 
city. Two-cent postage stamps with 
the letters “7. R.”” on them were sold 
in place of stamps designed from dif- 
ferent classes. The dollar stamps 
were the highest déencmination sold 

“The telegraph companies have not 
yet received the stamps necessary to 
properly conduct their business. Until 
they get them, one cent extra will be 
charged for each message, and the 
money turned over to the collectors. 
The telegrah and express companies 
will make customers pay the tax of 
1 cent each on telegrams and bills of 
lading, by compelling them to buy 
the stamp and cancel it...The—Pestat 
Telegraph Company posted a notice 
to this effect. These companies will 
carry supplies for several. days, but 
later on the public will be expected to 
furnish its own ‘stamps. 

“‘What shall I do to send a mes- 
sage after midnight tonight?’ a_re- 


porter asked at the main office of the 


Postal Company. 

“ ‘Buy a one-cent stamp at our of- 
fice,’ was the reply, ‘stick it 
telegraph blank, 
your initials and the date. We-will sell 
stamps for several days and afterward 
you will furnish your own stamps, ipre- 
cisely as you furnish your own stamps 
for letters.’ 

“At the American Express Company's 
office the same information was given 
as to-the bills of lading. '

words “original issue,” as therein used, 
is limited and controlled by the words 
“whether on an organization vereen 
ganization,” and that therefore the 
only certificates of stock on which the 
tax of 5 cents on each $100 of face 
value or fraction -thercof, as imposed 
by this act, are those certificates is- 
sued on or after July 1, 1898, 6n the 
organization or reorganization of a 
company. 

It is held, further, that in the case 
of a corporation having (for instance) 
an authorized capital stonck of $1,000,- 
000, of which it has issued only $500,000 
prior to July 1, 1898, and on or after

Where any original certificate issued

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Outside of 
Cuba one hears little about the valley 
of Trinidad; yet it is the very garden 
spot of the island—not only for extra- 
ordinary beauty, fertility and perfec- 
tion of climate, but is the place, par 
excellence, for growing coffee and 
sugar. I have been told, but cannot 
say with how much truth, that the 
English and American syndicates who 
have secured rich concessions in the 
valley, are keeping their operations as 
secret as possible, to avoid competition. 

Trinidad City lies at the seaward 
edge of the valley of the same name on 
the south shore of Santa Ciara prov- 
ince, about fifty miles east from Cien- 
fuegos. You may reach it from Ha- 
vana, going all the way around by 
water, or by railway to Cienfuegos, 
and thence by steamer; or, as I did, by 
rail to Batabano, the southern port 
of Havana province, and then on. a 
leisurely cruise of 150 miles among in- 
numerable cays and inlets: At any 
rate, you are certain to approach the 
region of the Holy Trinity by sea, as 
there is no all-land route from other 
parts of the island, except dangeérous* 
trails over robber-infested mountains. 

The first view of the old town, which 
Don Diego de Velasquez christened as 
early as 1515, is something to be re- 
membered. Having rounded La Punta 
de los Negros, the long, narrow point 
of land which defines Trinidad Bay on 
the southwest, you-see a white-walled 
city glistening in the golden light, cud- 
dled up on the mountain side, like a 
babe asleep .on its mother’s bosom. 
Quite appropriately, Trinidad has a 
trinity of ports. They are La Boca, 
on the southeast, where the Tayado 
River empties into the sea; the mouth 
of the Rio Muse, and Casilda, a small 
village at the head of an iniet. The 
last-named port is now generally used, 
although its peg tee is not of the 
best, the water being so shallow that 
all vessels must be loaded by means 
of lighters, and put to sea as quickly 
as possible to avoid sticking fast on 
the sandy bottom. The landing place, 
however, is lined with*wharves and ex- 
tensive warehouses, and there is a 
handsome depot for the railway, which 
runs north twenty or thirty miles, 
connecting sevéral villages, and bring- 
ing the product of rich plantations 
down for shipment. Trinidad City is 
three miles inland—or perhaps we 
should say upland—from Casilda. As 
the trains do not run on schedule time, 
but only when ‘there are full loads of 
freight to be carried, you will do well 
to avoid a tedious time of waiting in 
the hot, flea-infested port by being 
driven up in a volante, although the 


| charge therefor is $2.50, while the cars 


would take you for 50 cents. . 
Trinidad is one of the oldest towns 
in Cuba, founded only a year later 
than Santiago, and nineteen years 
after Santo Domingo, the first on the 
Western Hemisphere. Though so little 
is heard of it nowadays, the region is 
not without its stirring and romantic 
history. Trinidad Bay is the famous 
battleground of three British men-of- 
war against the Spaniards under Don 
Luis Bassacourt, in which the English 
were worsted, after three days of hard 
fighting. Perhaps the most destructive 
ettock oh Trinidad City was that of 
the English corsair Grant, in 1702. 
Through two long centuries it suffered 
almest continuously from piratical at- 
tacks. and many bloody traditions are 
connected with the place. Indeed, it is 
said that the wealthiest families here- 
ahouts are descendants of the old sea 
robbers. who turned respectable when 
piracy went out of fashion. They 
bought land and built casas with their 
ill-gotten gains, gave a lot of money 
to the church for absolution, and he- 
came substantial, law-abiding citizens. 
One who does not mind hard climb- 
ire. finds Trinidad the most charming 
nlace in the world, with views on every 
hand which would drive an artist wild” 
with enthusiasm. Rambling and hilly 
with antique casas and palm-shaded 
sardens. the old town clings to the 
side of Vijla (‘witch tower’) Moun- 
tain, 600 feet above the Caribbean. Ex- 
pesed to both mountain and ocean 
breezes. with neither excessive heat 
nar its climate 
is about the most perfect under the 
sun. Surely this is the heart of that 
‘land wherein it is always afternoon!’ 
Everybody seems to_sleep through the 
hours of sunshine. In a lone walk at 
mid-day through the town of 30,000 in- 
habitants, you meet only here and there 
a lazy donkey or a sleeping dog—not 
a human being, except at rare inter- 
vals a barefooted servant shuffling 
along the shady side of a wall. The 
only drawback to the place is its lone- 
liness, and the feeling which possesses 
the foreigner of complete isolation 
from his kind. There are several me- 
sones and third-class inns, but you are 
not obliged to stay in them long, espe- 
elally if you have letters of introduc- 


tion. The citizens are proverbially 
hospital, and to them the visit of a 
foreigner, bringing 4a fresh breath 


‘om the far-away world, is a godsend. 
ormne streets of Trinidad are narrow 
as the narrowest in Spanish America, 
and mostly unpaved, but extremely 
picturesque, with their low-walled, 
rough-tiled houses and high-sounding 
names over the doors. As in Havana, 
the business streets are a realization of 
Rellamy's dream of a universalumbrella 
because of an uninterrupted series of 
awnings stretched across, affording 
complete shelter from sun and rain. In 
the aristocratic quarter the houses are 
mostly built of stone, and some of them 
are imposing, with arched entrances 
and much bestuccoed facades, resem- 
bling carved marble. They differ from 
those in Havana in not having any di- 
vided walls between the rooms, only 
the kitchen and sleeping apartments 
being partitioned to the ceiling. The 
rest are a series of open arches—vast, 
high ceiling expanses, affording free 
circulation of air and magnificent per- 
spectives of marble floors, rich frescoes, 
mirrored panels and tasteful furnish- 
ings. One of the finest houses in the 
town, if not in the whole island, is 
owned by an American citizen, Mr. 
Baker by name, but here rendered 
Sefior Bah-quare. Perhaps the hand- 
somest country home in fhe valley is 
owned by Mr. Stillwell, a New Eng- 
lander, who has a large plantation and 
lives like a prince. The war has not 
yet affected this part of Cuba to any 
appreciable extent, and when I visited 
the place, a few weeks ago, things were 
going on just as usual. Nothing short 
of Shafter’s and Sampson's guns can 
wake the Trinidadians up to a realiz- 
ing sense of the true situation. They 
talk in a sleepy way of “political trou- 


Arcadian retreat. The “neacest_ap- 
proach to life and gayety in Trinidad 
is seen on Sunday and Thursday even- 
ings, when the “retréta’” takes place in 
the Plaza Carillo. The big squareé,in 
the center of town, opposite the Govtr- 
nor’s residence, is a_beautiful place and 
differs in some respects from any others 
I have seen. In the middle is a large 
dome-like arbor, from -~-which. stone 
walks radiate, bordered by flower beds 
and shaded by ornamental shrubbery. 
f Around the outskirts of the park ex- 
tends a broad, stone “‘pasen,”’ or prome- 
nade, separated from the main gar- 
den by a fanciful iron railing, and from 
the street by a low stone coping; .a pro- 
fusion of gas lamps affords brilliant 


| illumination and has a beautiful effect 


at night amid the dense green foliage. 

The Campo del Matre is another fine, 
large plaza at the southeast end of the 
town, with barracks and drill grounds 
for the garrison. But the most at- 
tractive resort of the place is what is 
known as the Vijia, “‘watch-tower,” a

For those who are 
good climbers it is the fashionable thing 
to go up before breakfast.

Sidgred as safe and valuable an invest- 
ment as one could possibly have. Of 
course the war has greatly depreciated 
values, but when it is over, things will 
be booming in ‘“‘the ever-faithful isle’ 
as never before. Everybody. knows 
how, during our civil war, sugar at- 
tained a phenomenal price in the 
United States, the best grades reaching 
20 cents per pound. This circumstance 
induced William H. Stewart, the New 


| York millionaire, to purchase the mag- 


nificent estate called “La Carolina,” in 
Matanzas province. The annual yield 
was about eight million pounds of fine 
white sugar. He paid $800,000 in gold 
for the property and for years it re- 
turned him at least 100 percentum on 
the original investment. In ’62 Moses 
Taylor, another very rich and influential 
New Yorker, who had been a large !m- 
porter of Cuban sugar, purchased a 
half interest in the famous ‘“‘San Mar- 
tine’ plantation. It superbly 
equipped, having a fine old castellated 
mansion of stone for a family residence.

What Mr. Taylor paid for his half was 
never known, but for years the crop 
was simply marvelous, reaching for 
one season 13,965,000 pounds. It was 
said at the time that Taylor received 
back his purchase money in less than 
two years. 

The great firm of Ojeiro, Warburg 
& Co. of New York is a heavy owner 
of sugar property in Santa Clara prov- 
ince. The Welshes, sugar refiners of 
Philadelphia, are also owners of large - 
Cuban estates. It will be remembered 
that when President Grant named the 
eldest of the Welsh brothers to be 
Minister to England, his confirmation 
was strongly objected to by a faction 
in the Senate, on the ground that he 
was the owner of slave-worked estates 
and profited by their labor. Just after 
our war, James McHatton of East 
Baton Rouge parish, La., went to Cuba 
in search of a plantation which lim- 
ited means could buy. He found it, 
near Metanzas—2000 acres, of the light- 
colored soil which, in Cuba, is called 
“mulatto land,’ and which had been 
worked so long solely in sugarcane 
that .it would yield less than half a 
crop. At the upper end of the estate 
Mr. McHatton feund a-series of deep 
caves, which if ever discovered before, 
had been entirely forgotten: and these 
made his fortune. For ages, millions 
of bats had made this their haunt, and 
time and nature’s chemistry had con- 
verted their droppings into the best 
fertilizer for worn-out suear and to- 
bacco lands yet known.

The number of volunteers is wo large 
im comparison to the number required 
for actual service, that it is practicable 
to accept only those who are phys- 
leally perfect. 

With reference to rejections from 
fauses akin to structural defects in 
the human frame, it is to be remem- 
bered that most of the earlier enlist- 
ments in our wars come. from the 
larger cities and serve to draw off 
their surplus population for volunteer 
service. The love of adventure so 
Batural to youth, coupled with the 
enforced idleness which is the out- 
growth of a lack of manufactures in 
many of our towns, contributes to the 
volunteering of a class of young men 
whose frames have not had adequate 
fevelopment by manual labor.

It is now practically cer- 
tain that the entire amount of the 
bond issue will be taken by people of 
moderate means. If more money 
should be needed forthe conduct of 
the war, the people will stand ready 
to advance it to the government to 
almost any extent desired. 

All this is in marked contragt to the 
bankrupt condition of our antagonist. 
Tt is an object-lesson to the world, 
which shows that the American people 
are yery much in earnest in this war, 
are ready. to furnish all the money 
needed in its conduct, and are deter- 
mined that it shall be carried to a 
speedy and successful conclusion.

CHICAGO, July 1.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.]

representing the creditors, the receiver, 
and the shareholders of the company,’ 
have agreed upon the amount for which 
each holder of stock ‘is liable, fixing it’ 
at $68 per share; this was incorporated 
in the decree signed today. In~the 


_cases of several shareholders Who Have 


died since the institution of the suit 
seven years ago, reference was made 
to a master in chancery for a report. 

The court finds that the value of the 
property of the Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, actually received for its entire 
capital stock of $2,500,000, was $2,100,- 
000, and that the amount of the in- 
debtedness of the Los Angeles Gable 
Railway Company, which the Pacific 
Company became liable to pay, was $1,- 
300,000. The value of the property re- 
ceived thus exceeds the sum of the in- 
debtedness by $800,000. The finding of 
the court declares that the present in- 
debtedness of the Pacific Railway Com- 
pany amounts to more than $1,800,000, 
and that the amount unpaid on the 
shares is less than the amount of the 
debts of the company. 

The litigation closed by the decree 
entered today was the result of the or- 
ganization, by Chicago capital, of the 
Les Angeles Cable Railway Company, 
through the efforts of C. B. Holmes, 
former president of the Chicago City 
Railway Company. The enterprise was 
disastrous, and an effort was made to 
effect a reorganization by the incorpo- 
ration of the Pacific Railway Company, 
a transfer of the stock of one company 
to the other being made. Sharehold- 
ers had paid $32 on each share of the 
capital stock, this forming the basis 
by which $68, the balance of the par 
value, was agreed upon as a settlement 
figure.

ACCIDENTAL DROWNING. 


Coroner’s Jury Mildly Censuares the 
Natatorium Management, 


The. Coroner’s jury at the inquest: 
over the remains of Logan Stair, the 
boy who was drowned at the Broadway 
natatorium, Thursday, rendered a ver- 
dict of accidental drowning, conclud- 
ing with the suggestion, ‘We, the jury, 
suggest that the proprietors of the 
natatorium use greater precautions 
that drowning children may be res- 
cued more quickly, and that means of 
restoration be kept on hand.” 

The evidence showed that it took 
twenty minutes to get the body of. 
the boy out of the water after’ the 
alarm was given. The pool slopes from 
fifteen inches to six feet in depth for 
two-thirds of its length, then it drops 
abruptly to ten feet. It was in the 


deep water that the boy was drowned. . 


He could not swim. There are figures 
on the sides of the pool indicating the 
depth at various distances, but there 


is no rope at the dividing pointbe-——-—“"——" 


tweén shallow and deep water. A life 
line is kept handy, and one or more 
attendants are always near. Still, no 
special precautions have been observed 
for the safety of children who were 
bathing. 

This was the first fatal accident that 
has happened at the natatorium. The 
mild censure of the Coroner's jury will 
probably have the effect of guarding 
against the recurrence of such a mis-

TRAGIC ENDING OF A MINING 
ENGINEER’S LIFE. 


Body of E. X. Kirby Found in East 
Side Park With Evidences of 
Sdicide by It. 


HAD BEEN MISSED FOR MONTHS. 


DISAPPEARED FROM SAN FRAN- 
“ CISCO LAST MARCH, ¥ 


His Wife Arrived Here in Qnest of 
Him, Only to Find Him Dead by 
His Own Hand—He Was 
Probably Demented. 


A park employé, while following one 
of the paths along the banks of the lake 
in East Side Park yesterday morning 
found the dead body of a man reclining 
against a tree. Beside the corpse were 
several empty bottles, and the body had 
all the appearances of death caused by 
Sstyrchnine poisoning. 

The Coroner was notified, and he had 
the body removed to Orr & Hines’s 
morgue.“ From papers in the pockets of 
the dead man he was identified as Ed- 


| Ward X. Kirby, a mining engineer of 


Salt Lake City, late in the employ of 
the Risden Iron Works of San Fran- 
cisco. Telegrams addressed to Salt 
Lake and to the Risden Iron Works 
brought responses that E. X. Kirby was 
& Well-known mining engineer; that he 
was aman of excellent standing. and 
repute, but that his whereabouts for 
several months had been unknown to 
his friends and relatives. The Risden 
Iron Works telegraphed the undertak- 
ers to give the body respectable burial 
at their expense. 


ex-United States Marshal Gard called 
at the morgue in company with Mrs,’ 
Kirby, who came here in search of he? 
| husband a week ago. Mrs. Kirby did not 
view the corpse, but Mr. Gard iden- 
teh it by a photograph as that of Mr. 
rby. 

Mrs. Kirby, when seen at her lodg- 
ings at No. 312 South Hill street last 
night, related a pathetic story. She 
stated that Mr. Kirby, who was the 
best of husbands and fathers, disap- 
peared mysteriously last February, and 
was undoubtedly demented from over- 
work. He was a native of Providence, 
R. I., and was a direct descendent of 
President John Quincy Adams. The 
family had lived for some years 
in Salt Lake City, he being en- 
gaged as a mining engineer in 
Utah, Idaho and California. He was 
superintendent of the Bullion-Beck 
mine at Eureka Tintic, Utah, a posi- 
tion which he resigned to take employ- 
ment with the Risdon Iron Works in 
San Francisco. After about a year and 
a half’s service with the latter com- 
pany, he resigned March 1 last. He 
remained in. San Francisco after that 
at least until February 26, the date 
of the last letter he.wrote to his wife. 
In this letter he stated that he was 
about to start for home. 

After that the monthly allowances 
which he had sent as regularly as 
clock- work, ceased to arrive, and he did 
not come. Neither did he write, nor 
could Mrs. Kirby learn anything of his 
whereabouts. Letters to San Fran- 
cisco failing to bring response, she 
sét out for that city. At the apart- 
ments which he had lately occupied 
she found nothing but confusion. His 
trunk and all his personal effects were 
there unpacked. He had left word 
at the house that he was going to the 
country for a few days, and had ap- 
parently not even taken a change 
of underclothes. 

While in San Francisco, Mrs. Kirby 
heard it rumored that her husband 
had been seen at Mojave, where hé 
was connected’with some mining enter- 
prise. As Mojave trade centers in Los 
Angeles and all the mining men there 
are: known in this city, Mrs. Kirby 
wrote to ex-United States Marshal 
Gard’s detective agency to try to lo- 
cate her husband. One of Mr. Gard’s 
men saw him about three weeks ago 
at the office of the Armagosa Mining 
Company in the Stimson Block. Sight 
of him was lost immediately, but the 
wife was notified. She came to Los 
Angeles, with her youngest child, a 
boy aged 6, Thursday, a week aco, and 
took lodgings at No. 312 South Hill 
street. Most diligent search for the 
missing man has been made since then, 
but he could not be found.

A letter in his pocket indicated that 
he had been staying recently at the 
Burlington House, at Second and San 
Pedro streets, this city, under the 
name of James C. Forester. Inquiry at 
the Burlington House developed the 
information that the man first regis- 
tered there March 29. He remained un- 
til May, when he went away, but re- 
turned June 9, when he registered as 
before. -He was quiet and reserved, and 
no one about the house learnd any- 
thing about his businss or affairs. It 
was noticed, however, that he appeared 
to be a man of more than ordinary cul- 
ture and education. On first coming 
he patronized the better class of res- 
taurants, but by and by began eating 
at cheap places, which was taken as 
an indication that his funds were run- 
ning low. Several weeks ago he exhib- 
ited a magnificent gold watch, which 
he said he desired to pawn. He did 
pawn it for $34. The clerk noticed that 
the name E, X. Kirby, was engraved 
in the watch. It was then also remem- 
bered that his laundry was marked 
with the same initials. Lately the 
chambermaid noticed that he was car- 
rying bottles of whisky to his room, 
but it was never observed that he was 
drunk. 

Mrs. Kirby says her husband had a 
very dear friend named Forster, which 
probably accounts for his taking that

MUST USE STAMPS. ~ 


NEW REVENUE LAW APPLIES TO 
SOME CITY PAPERS, 


Prospective Suit Over a Contract, 
Property-owner’s Water Pipes 
Cat—Mcre Financial. Estimates. 
Fire Alarm Changes. : 


The provisions of the recently-ap- 
proved internal-revenue law, which 
went into effect yesterday, have been 
found to apnvly to a number of the 
financial transactions of the city, and it 
is probable that the city will have to 
lay in a stock of the “war-tax” stamps 
which must be affixed to certain city 
documents. 

Assistant City Attorney Crutcher 
spent several hours yesterday in 
studying the new law, and.just how 
much it will affect the city he has been 
unable to decide. The matter was 
called to his attention early in the day 
when he was asked whether stamps 
must be placed on all warrants on the 
City Treasurer for funds either in pay- 
ment of salaries or of bills for goods 
furnished the city. He expressed the 
opinion that such stamps did not have 
to be placed on warrants of that char- 
acter, but was not certain about the 
matter. The warrants, while they are 
orders for the payment of money, are 
orders which the-city-issues to {tself, 
and are only a means 
proper payment upon the demand ot 
one denartment upon another. ‘The 


fact that they may be transferred and. 


are to that extent negotiable, leaves 
some doubt in the minds of the attor- 
neys. 

That section of the law.which refers 
to bonds leaves no doubt as to what the 
city must do. The section is broad 
enough to cover almost any kind of a 
bond, and, although it contains a num- 


ber of exceptions, those exceptions are. 


clearly pointed out. Attorney Crutcher 
stated yesterday that there was no 
doubt of the necessity for stamps 4n 
bonds of street contractors, bonds .of 
commissioners appointed in proceedings 
to open and widen streets, and bonds 
on any contract entered into by the 
city and some individual or corporation 
for furnishing supplies. The stamps 
which must be placed on these bonds 
cost 50 cents. If an indemnity com- 

ny becomes the surety on any of the 

nds mentioned, the law requires, in 
addition to the 50 cents, the payment of 
one-half of 1 per cent. of the premium 
charged for the service. 

In the opinion of the ettorney’s de. 
partment the law does net apply to 
gtreet-assessment warrants, because 
they are not pronerly orders to pay, 
but are evidence of authority to collect 
money. In the Street Sunerintendent’s 
department it has been decided to re- 
fuse to accept bonds for the perform- 
ance of street contracts recently 
unless the contractor placos 

e necessary stamp upon each bond.

The manner in which the contract 
awarded to J. Hellman for 300 hy- 
Grant valves was railroaded through 
the City Council without giving other 
bidders the same opportunity to ex- 
plain their bids as was afforded Hell- 
man, may cause the filing of a law suit 
against the city by the Union Harda- 
ware and Metal fompany. One of the 
officers of that company telephoned 
the City Attorney’s office yesterday to 
inquire as to the reason for the haste 
that was displayed in the matter, but 
of course. the attorneys there could only 
state what had been done without giv- 
Img the reason for it. They were in- 
formed that the company intended to 
begin suit against the city to set aside 
the contract on the ground that it was 
not awarded to the lowest and best 
bidder. The company claims that its 
pid was the only one which was in ac- 
sordance with the specifications as ad- 
vertised, and that the Council should 
saye awarded the contract'to it.

WATER MAINS TORN UP. 


Irresponsible Street Contractor’s 
High-handed Action. 

M. 8S. Cummings, the street contrac- 
tor who, through his failure. to pay his 
men, has caused many of the working 
men of the city great hardships, ner- 
rowly escaped arrest yesterday morn- 
ing, only the inability of the officers to 
find a law.which. covered his action pre- 
venting his being taken into custody. 
‘In his haste to go to work on a street 
he caused a number of property-own- 
ers great inconvenience, which would 
result in damage suits if he were 
worth anything and could be affected 
by a udgment of court. 

Cummings was the lowest bidder for 
the improvement of Jasmine street, and 
the contract was voted: to him by the 
City Council some time ago. In such 
matters, before a contractor has a 
right to begin work on the street, he 


permission to begin work. This bond 
must be approved by the Street. Super- 
intendent and it is customary to with- 
hold the permit to begin work for some 
time, in order that preparations may 
be made for the lowering of water 
mains and other such work where it is 
necessary. Cummings did not wait to 
file his contract and b@nd, although he 
has had work enough to know what 
Was required. Yesterday morning he 
appeared upon: the street with a force 
of workmen and without giving any 
person notice, began plowing up the 
Street. No opportunity had been given 
the Westside Water Company, whose 
mains are in that street, to lower them 
or to prepare for the improvement. The 
result wes that the plow tore out and 
ruined a number of service connections 
with private residences and left those 
residences without a water supply. The 
holes in the pipes were plugged by the 
men by means of stakes. The property- 
owners complained to the workmen, but 
they continued with the work. Street 
Superintendent Drain was then ap- 
|}pealed to and he went to the place 
and stopped the work, but not until 
much damage hed pneen done and much 
inconvenience caused. Mr. Drain said 
that until Cummings filed his contract 
and bond he had no more right to plow 
up that street than Main street. From 
the water company it was learned that 
some time ago they had turned off the 
water from Cummings’s house because 
of his failure to pay the water rent. 
His action yesterday is supposed by the 
company to have been an effort to dam- 
age their propérty because of this. —

Office Spent in a Year. 
The City Clerk has filed. with City 


| Auditor Nichols his statement of tne 


expenses of his office during the past 
fiscal year.

Must Clean Up. 


Owing to the fact that there have 
been a number of cases of diphtheria 
in the Vernon district during the past 
month, the health department has de- 
cided upon a rigid enforcement of the 
Sanitary laws in that portion of the 
city.

_ A FAMILY TANGLE. 


THE EVERY-DAY MINE A MATTER 
OF DISPUTE. 


One Brother Located the Claim, 
the Second Held it in Trast, 


A mining suit that presented some un- 
usual points came to trial yesterday be- 
fore Judge Shaw, in Department Three. 
The title of the suit was P. B. Mathi- 
son, Henry Anderson and Cyrus 
Wheeler against Theodore. Wibbelt, 
and the action was to recover $4000 
partly as damages and partly for 
money advanced on a mining claim. 

It developed that in September, 1896, 
the defendant represented to one W. 
H. Adams, Jr., that he and his brother, 
Albert Wibbelt, were owners of the 
Every Day mine, in the Slate range 
of Inyo county; that the claim had 
been located in the name of Albert 
Wibbelt, but that the title was held 
by Albert for the joint benefit of him- 
self and the defendant; that the title 
was perfect, and not subject to any 
lien, and that he and his brother Al- 
bert desired tg sell, and would do so 
for $4000. Adams wanted to have the 
sale of the property in order to make 
commission on the deal, and in order 
that that might be done it was ar- 
ranged that the mining cla should 
be deeded to Adams, and the instru- 
ment be deposited in Wells, Fargo & 
Co.’s office in Los Angeles, to be de- 
livered to Adams on payment to Wells- 
Fargo of the purchase price of the 
mine. 

Adams brought the plaintiffs and 
defendant together, and on January 30, 
1897, they paid to Well, Fargo & Co. 
$2500 as part of the price of the claim, 
and on the same day executed to the 
defendant an agreement to pay $1500 
more in installments after they should 
have obtained possession. Plaintiffs 


a deed from .Adams to them, and there- 
upon believed they had a cinch on the 
Every Day mine. They. discovered, 
however, that in October, 1894, Albert 
Wibbelt had executed and delivered 
to one Joseph Wibbelt, a third brother, 
a good deed to the claim, and since 
that time neither Albert Wibbelt nor 
defendant had been entitled to the 
mining claim, or had any interest in it. 

The plaintiffs alleged that by the 
statements made by the defendant 
Hew A were damaged in the sum of 


The defense set up was rather origi- 
nal. It was claimed that the Every 
Day mining claim was first located by 
the defendant, and was relocated by 
him in 1894, but in the name of his 
brother Albert. It was then agreed 
that while Albert held the legal title 
it should be in-trust for himself and 
defendant in equal interest. The 
brothers, Albert and Joseph, had lit- 
tle experience in mining, and depended 
upon their brother, who is an old, 
practical miner. From time to time 
the latter would put his brother Joseph 
in possession of claims owned by him 
and allow him to make woat he could 
out of them. At various times claims 
were located in the names of Joserh 
or Albert, which really belonged to the 
defendant, but in all transactions be- 
tween the brothers there were no writ- 
ings evidencing the title of defendant, 
and he alleged that he did not know 
they were necessary. 

At the time the Every Day mine was 
conveyed to Adams, the defendant be- 
lieved he was the one-half owner and 
had a right to convey his interest; that 
he did not know that his brother Al- 
bert had conveyed the claim to the 
third brother, Joseph, but had under- 
stood that he had eiven Joseph a 
power of attorney, authorizing him to 
sell the mine for the joint benefit of 
Albert and himself. 

Later, when Albert was residing in 
New Jersey, he did send a deed to 
Joseph, so defendant believed, but 
about that time Joseph had died, and 
defendant didn’t believe the deed ever 
reached him. As a final point of an- 
swer, too, the defendant claimed that 
the plaintiffs had never offered to 
make a reconveyance of the wnroperty, 
or restore the defendant to the samé@ 
position he held with respect to the ti- 
ile of the Every Day mine. 

The case did not occupy the court 
long in hearing. The entanglement aPp- 
peared to be the result on the part of 
the defendant of ignorance regarding 
legal forms; but, notwithstanding, it 
is a matter of some interest who really 
does own the mine. Meantime, the 
court ordered indgment in favor of the 
plaintiffs for $2500—the actual amount 
paid by them in thé. first instance. 


MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 


The Lady Thought the Burglar 
Stood His Ground. 

A youth named William Kaymer was 
brought to. trial] in.Department..One+ 
yesterday for an attempt to burglarize 
the premises of Mrs. F. Kilbourne, at 
No. 734 South Hill street. — 

The prosecuting witness stated that 
about dusk on Aprik 24 she was sit- 
tnig in the parlor of her house*on Hill 
street, the light in the hallway shin- 
ing through the oorway and partially 
illuminating the room.. Suddenly her 
attention was attracted by the figure 
of a man at the Window. He succeeded 
in raising the screen, but made off 
when he saw that he had been. de- 
tected. Mrs. Kilbourne saw his retreut- 
ing figure, and then running to the 
front door of the house she saw him 
standing on the adjoining lawn. She 
rushed up to him and accused him of 
trying to break into her house, but he 
told her that she had made a mistake, 
and that he had never done anything 
of the kind. Mrs. Kilbourne had the 
man arrested, however, and .yester- 
day she was positive that the defend- 
ant, Kaymer, was the man that lifted 
the screen on the window of her house. 
Her testimony was unsupported, how- 
ever, and the prosecution having closed 
its case, the defense moved the court 
to instruct the jury to render a verdict 
of acquittal. The motion was denied, 
although it might just as well have 
been granted. 

The defense showed that Kaymer 
bore an excellent character, and that 
he is will known about town. He fol- 
lows the business of barber, save when 
the sportive fancy of the public inclines 
to baseball, and then he plays as a 
professional. 

Assistant District-Attorney Williams, 
instead of arguing the case to the jury, 
intimated very directly that he thought 
the defendant ought not to be con- 
victed, “Well, gentlemen,” interrupted 
Judge Smith, and, addressing himself 
to counsel for defense, “do you second 
the motion?”

The defendant and plaintiff measured 
off a lot consisting of forty feet 
frontage, and a plan of the house was 
prepared and submitted by the _ de- 
fendant to Hartenstein and his wife 
for their approval. The house was 
erected in accordance with these 
plans, both parties contributing to the 


expense. After its completion’ the 
plaintiff moved in with his family, and 
has continued to occupy it to~ the 


present time, claiming it as his own 
under the agreement. 
Hartenstein laid out the grounds of 
his premises with walks, trees, shrub- 
beries and other improvements, and 
in. every way acted as the owner in 
possession. In 1894 he discovered, how- 
ever, that De Turk had mortgaged the 
whole of the original lot. «including 
the one occupied by Hartenstein, and 
he thereupon: remonstrated with De 
Turk for so doing. The latter, with- 
out then refusing to make the con- 
veyance, gave an excuse why he could 
not then comply, and continued to put 
Hartenstein off until the summer of 
1896, when he finally refused to make 
the conveyance. 
The defendant contended that the 
contract was too vague to be enforced, 
and that neither the value of the lot 
with or without the building was given, 
mor the amount and value of the serv- 
ices performed, or to be performed: 
also, that there was a want of mutual- 
ity in the contract. . 
“The general rule,” says the court, 
“no doubt is as claimed, but there are 
many exceptions to this rule. Where 
a particular piece of property is agreed 
to be conveyed, either by way of sale 
or gift, the price is not material, pro- 
viding the contract be not unreason- 
able and unconscionable. It is true, a 


specifically enforced, and until «such 
services are performed the contract 
would not be mutual. Nevertheless, 
such a contract is not immoral or il- 
legal, and when the services are per- 
formed and accepted by the other 
party, and possession of the property 
in payment of the same has been given, 
the performance is sufficient to take 
the case out of the general rule. 

“Courts of equity have uniformly re- 
fused to permit the rules, either of 
the statute or common law, intended 
for the prevention of frauds and per- 
juries, to be used so as to perpetrate 
a fraud. In this case, unless the con- 
tract in question can be enforced, the 
Plaintiff will not only lose his services 
in consequence of the bar of the 
statute of limitations, but also the im- 
provements he has made on the land 
in question.” 

After reviewing many authorities, 
the court holds that the plaintiff is 
entitled to a decree for 
mancés, and it is so ordered. 


A NAUGHTY PLACE, 


A Row Brewing Over the Red House 
Saloon. 


The residents on East First street, 
on the east side of the city, have pro- 
tested to the Board of Supervisors 
against the saloon known as the Red 
House, located just outside the city 
limits.

On Sundays the 
Sunday-closing law is more honored in 
the breach than the observance, and 
the residents who have interested them- 
selves in the matter promise to make 
things very warm when the matter is 
investigated on Tuesday next.

cf the opposition. They maintain that public 
sentiment has changed materially since last 
year, when 1500 voters of Pasadena signed a 
memorial to the City Council in favor of the 
Terminal, and this petition was designed t» 
iilustrate this state of things. At last ac- 
counts, however, not a large number of names 
had been attached to the petition, and it was 
not being pushed very hard. Another move- 
ment was a request to the Council to divert 
the line of the new road from Euclid avenue,
